FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Nov. 2.— 
I had no trouble getting into the 
reservation at Lakehurst, N. J., 
and into the hangar where the Graf 
Zeppelin was parked. 

I went in and sized up the situa- 
tion. I could not for the life of 
me figure out any way to get 
aboard, as there were three husky 
German fellows watching every 
entrant to the hangar and there 
were several American sailors 
watching the hangar in general. 

It was getting late Saturday eve- 
ning, so I decided to stay in the 
balloon hangar, if possible. I 
found a storeroom on the side of 
the hangar, next to the Los An- 
geles, away from the side the Zep- 
pelin was on. I dodged naval po- 
lice and slept there all night. Sun- 
day morning I ate some chocolate 
for breakfast. I brought seven 
bars with me, and when visitors 
began to come in crowds I escaped 
from my self-imposed prison and 
mingled with the visitors. I heard 
the Zeppelin was to leave early 
Monday morning, so I started to 
work fast. Nobody paid any at- 
tention to me, so I moved freely 
about the shed until dark Sunday 
evening withoyf seeing any chance 
to get aboard. 

Finally when I had almost given 
up hope the German fellow who 
had been guarding an open hatch 
at the rear of the main passenger 
entrance went away for a short 
time. I ran over in the shadows 
and found a stepladder leading up 
to the hatch of the ship’s h 
The» been “to ack 
baggage aboard the ship. 

Hid Under Mail Bags. 

I hurried up this ladder and 
found that it led to a Spot near 
the catwalk inside the hull. There 
were some pieces of baggage piled 
up inside of the hatch, but that 
offered scant protection. I looked 
around in the darkness and finally 
found a large number of mail bags 
lying farther up in the ship. 

I sneaked up to where these were 
and hastily burrowed my way un- 
der some of them. Workmen were 
passing frequently with flashlizhts. 
and turning them all over the 
place. 

I was so excited I shivered, and 
once or twice I had such a close 
shave that I almost gave up hope 
of remaining there undiscovered. 
But luck was with me. 

Nobody bothered me and finally 
—it seemed like hours—I heard the 
landing crew called up to the ship 
and they began tearing away the 
temporary passenger landing. As 
the framework was knocked away 
I could feel the ship lift when the 
sailors took the handrail alongside. 

Finally the dirigible began to 
move out of the big shed and | 
knew I was safely on my way. 
After about 15 minutes the big air- 
Ship rose to the cheers of what 
seemed like a hundred or so peo- 
ple who had stayed to see it get 
away. 


Bright Light Turned on Ship. 

Then I waited for about an hour 
and [ guess we passed over New 
York City, for I heard dozens of 
whistles and sirens tooting and a 
bright light was turned on tne 
ship, apparently from some big 
searchlight (this was probably the 
moment the ship was spotted by 
the beacon on top the St. George 
Hotel, Brooklyn). 

The beam continued to play on 
the ship for about 10 minutes and 
I didn’t want to be discovered aa 
long as I thought the ship was 
cruising over land. 

I feared the captain, upon dis- 
covering me, might hook me to a 
parachute and unceremoniously 
dump me overboard. I knew that 
once we got over water such a 
thing could not happen. 

So I remained still for a long 
time. JI didn’t know whether the 
ship was cruising up the New En- 
gland coastline or whether it had 
cut straight out for sea after pass- 
ing New York City. I hadn't any 
way of knowing just where we 
were, but I waited until I thought 
we had passed out over the open 
sea and then I came out of my nest 
of mail bags and let one of the 
mechanics see me. 

He didn't seem surprised to see 
me and apparently paid no atten- 
tion to me. Then a second fellow 
saw me and asked: 

“You are a passenger? Yes? 
What you doing back here?” 

I told him I was no passenger 
but that didn’t seem to disturb 
him either. So I tried again. 

The third man I saw I spoke to 
and asked him to report me to his 
superior officer and we would get 
a showdown over with—the soon-

The body was discovered yester- 
day by a locksmith called to re- 
move the lock on the door of his 
apartment after his absence had 
aroused the fears of his family. 

Morris had attended the opera 
Wednesday night.

The opera is in essence an allegory 
depicting the evils of sensuai 
love as contrasted to the sweetness 
of love enobled by a spiritual qual- 
ity.

Backs G. O. P. Nominee on 
His Attitude Toward Im- 
migration and Foreign Re- 
lations. 


DISAGREES WITH

Former Cabinet Officer De- 
clares He ‘‘Takes No

Smith’s Promises.” 


Charles Nagel, former Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, will sit 
on the .platform with Herbert 
Hoover at the Coliseum tonight, 
following his indorsement of Hoo- 
ver and Roscoe C. Patterson, Re- 
publican nominee for the benate, 
in a statement issued by him last 
evening. 

Nagel, who was in President 
Taft’s Cabinet, and at one time u 
member of the Republican Na- 
tional Committée, supported Sen- 
ator ‘Reed, Democrat, for re-elec- 
tion in 1922, 
Democratic city ticket in 1925. He 
returned this week from a stay 
abroad, and declined to announce 
his political stand until last eve- 
ning. 

It occurred to the local and State 
Republican leaders that Nagel 
would make a good chairman for 
the Hoover Coliseum meeting. He 
was invited to preside, but declined, 
saying he had not been active in 
politics for several years. 

Backed Reed but Not Hawes. 

Nagel is a close friend and legal 
adviser of August A Busch, head of 
jusch, Inc., who, is ac- 

ing Smith. He con- 
h Busch in support of 
Reed six years ago, but in 1926 he 
adhered to the Republican sena- 
torial candidate, George H. Wil- 
liams, while Busch worked for the 
election of Harry B. Hawes. Na- 
gel, when asked whether attempts 
had been mnade to win him to the 
support of Gov. Smith, said: “No 
effort was made by either side. 
Suggestions were made from the 
Republican side, but not from the 
other side.” 

Dr. E. B. Clements, Republican 
national committeeman, said that 
he thought Nagel’s pronouncement 
for Hoover would have a very ben- 
eficial effect on the Republican 
ticket‘in St. Louis. “He is an our- 
standing Republican, who has ex- 
erted a wide influence for many 
> ears, and whose views on public 
questions are of great weight,” Dr. 
Cleménts said. 

Nagel, who is a pronounced 
anti-prohibitionist, bases his sup- 
port of Hoover, in his formal 
statement, chiefly on Hoover's at- 
titude on immigration, and his ca- 
pacity for dealing with foreign re- 
lations. He says that he disagrees 
with Hoover's stand on prohibition, 
bu. has no faith in Gov. Smith’s 
promises. “‘We have had experi- 
ence with such promises,” he adds, 
referring to the Hawes campaign 
of two years ago. 

Text of Nagel’s Statement, 
Nagel’s statement follows: 
“My return was unavoidably i-- 

layed, and I have taken no part 
in the campaign. However, every 
citizen must take his stand, and I 
am prepared to take mine. 

“t favor Herbert Hoover for 
President, and Roscoe Patterson 
for Senator. There is no question 
that the party lines are breaking. 
but I can not detect promise of a 
reorganization upon enduring prin- 
ciples. It is true that I cannot ir- 
dorse the entire platform of my 
party, nor do I agree in all respects 
with the utterances of its candi- 
date; but the opposition holds out 
no more than the satisfaction of a 
despairing gesture for a day’s pr)- 
test. In fact, the platforms them- 
selves do not materially differ. 
Both are replete with time-worn 
declarations, and neither offers 
serious obstacle to convenient in- 
terpretation. The character and che 
background of the candidates are 
therefore of primary importance. 

Compares the Nominees. 

“The spirit of self-righteousness 
and.the manifestation of intoler- 
ance are by no means monopolized 
by either side; and it may be ad- 
mitted that both candidates have 
disavowed this menace most earn- 
estly. In the field of protection 
Mr. Hoover promises more than I 
can reconcile with the need of 
wholesome conditions abroad, but 
Mr. Smith by other means sug- 
gests as much. Farm relief engages 
the sympathetic attention of both, 
but Mr. Hoover at least avoids a 
false and undemocratic principl>, 
which Mr. Smith practically adopts.

and held for Missouri authorities. 

The warrant is based on affi-. 
davits signed by his wife, Mrs. 
Frances E, Meeker, who came to 
Ithaca and volunteered her story 
because, she said, she feared for 
her life and the lives of four re- 
maining children, aH of whom are 
insured. 


Her affidavits were sent tu 
Sheriff Wilmas of St. Louis County 
and the warrant was received to- 
day by Sheriff Frank C. — Ellis. 
Meeker refused to discuss the 
charge and announced he would 
resist extradition. 


Boy Died at Home Two Weeks 
After Being Wounded. 

Michael Leonard Meeker Jr. 
died July 19, 1927, at his parents’ 
home, 4309 Hunt avenue, of teta- 
nus developing from bullet wounds 
in the left shoulder and mouth. 
St. Louis County authorities at 
that time had accepted the fa- 
ther’s explanation that the shoo*- 
ing was the wanton act of a high- 
wayman who stopped Meeker’s au- 
tomobile on a St. Louis County 
road and robbed him, the wont of 
July 4. 

Mrs. Meeker’s affidavits, made 
Oct. 23, set forth that on the night 
ot the shooting Meeker went out 
alone with the boy and returned 
stating, ““Mike’s been shot. He's 
in an automobile outside and I’m 
taking him to the hospital.” 

“He reached up in a cupboard 
and took out some more bullets 
and then went away again,” her 
story continued. “Afterwards he 
told me he had tak@m Mike back 
to the road and shot \him again in 
the mouth and hit him on top of 
the head with a wrench. He had 
shot him the first time in the 
shoulder. He took me out to the 
spot at Clayton and Price roads 
where Mike was shot and where 
he threw the gun away. 

Says Son Accused Meeker. 

“They brought Mike home from 
St. Mary’s Hospital July 8 and he 
became worse, so they took him to 
the City Hospital. He stayed % 
couple of days and then they 
brought him home again. The day 
before he died he told me his 
father had shot him twice. 

“My husband told me he was in 
a hole and had to have money, and 
that was the reason he shot Nie 
son. He told me, ‘If they ever find 
out, I know I will hang.’” 


A few weeks after the boy's 
death, the family moved to Dryden. 
N. Y., and settled on an isolated 
farm. Mrs. Meeker’s affidavits; 
stated that her husband collected 
the $4500 insurance on the boy's 
life and increased the insurance on 
herself and the other children. 

Meeker carricd a $10,000 policy in 
the American National Life Ins ir- 
ance Co. and a $1000 policy in the 
John Hancock Life Insurance Co. 
on his wife, $1000 on their daugh- 
ter, May Elizabeth, and polices in 
the American National Insurance 
Co. on two other sons, Carl and Ed- 
ward, the affidavits said. 

Mrs. Meeker said the $1000 pol- 
icy on her own life was issued 
with her son, Carl, as beneficiary, 
but her husband compelled her to 
bave it changed. naming him as 
beneficiary. 

“He said he would kill May for 
the $700 that the polity on her life 
was worth,” Mrs. Meeker stated in 
the affidavits “He would take 
out the policy and look at it.”

Reporting their activities up to 
and including Oct. 31, the Repub- 
licans showed receipts of $4,911,- 
744, while the Democratic figures 
were $4,088,932. Both parties had 
expended nearly all of chis money, 


$137,383 being left in the Republi- 
can chest and $92,094 in the Demo- 
cratic fund. 

During the last week In October 
the Republicans had receipts of 
$770,000, while the Democrats re- 
ceived $1,023,894 but $500,000 of 
this was a loan. 

The largest contribution to the 
Republican funds was $150,000, 
given by the “Ways and Means 
Committee of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee for Pennsyl- 
vania.” Z 

The Democratic fund this year 
is unusually large. In 1924 the 
Democrats collected $821,037 and 
s ent $903,908, while in the same 
campaign ths Republicans collected 
$4,360,479 .and spent $4,270,469. 

In 1920 the Republicans reported 
collecting $3,833,152 and spending 
$4,922,580, while the Democratic 
collections were $1,339,237 and ex- 
penditures $1,316,057. 

The Democratic Committee re- 
ported receipts of $1,203,984 from 
Oct. 23 to 31, inclusive. 

The Committee last week report- 
ed receipts up to Oct. 22 of $3,065.,- 
038, and today’s statement brought 
the total to $4,088,932. 

Receipts then were reported as 
coming from contributions of 
$457,217, collections by State di- 
rectors of $62,601, a loan through 
the County Trust Co. of New York, 
of $500,000 and refunds from sales 
of literature $4075.

GRAF ZEPPELIN 
NO OCEAN CARRIER 
EKENER THINKS 


“This Ship Is Finished for 
Me So Far as Regular 
Passenger Traffic Is Con- 


cerned,” He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Nov, 2. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, commander of 
the Graf Zeppelin, is convinced 


that faster and sturdier airships 
are needed for trans-Atlantic fly- 
ing and is planning to build them. 

“We have not conquered the 
ocean yet,” said the commander, 
who faced the possibility of seeing 
his ship wrecked in a gale over 
the Atlantic. 

“All our energy and ability must 
be concentrated now on elaborat- 
ing plans of the present Zeppelin 
to provide a more endurable, pow- 
erful dirigible to jnsure really re- 
liable trans-Atlantic air service.” 

As for the air lmer which he 
built and commanded during a trip 
of more than 10,000 miles to Lake- 
hurst, N. J., and return, Dr. Ecke- 
ner said, “this ship is finished for 
me as far as general regular, pas- 
senger traffic is concerned.” 


Describes the Trip. 


Dr. Eckener described the trip 
of the airship and gave his con- 
clusions at a banquet fin honor of 
the crew given by the Zeppelin 
corporation and later at a torch- 
light procession in their honor. 

On the eastward flight one gale 
was encountered which would have 
burst the airship in two if he had 
continued at high speed, he said. 
Disaster was averted only when the 
motors were throttled down to a 
minimum. | 

A second gale encountered off 
the coast of Europe was not much 
fess fierce than the first storm 
over Newfoundland, he said. 

“I did not sleep a wink all that 
night,’’ he continued. “‘But the nav- 
igation of the ship never failed for 
an instant. 

“Of course’ the 
somewhat, but you should have 
seen the ships below, tossing like 
corks, with their decks awash.”’ 

Thrown Northward. »% 

How he had suddenly seen be- 
low him a “wicked looking object,’ 
was recounted by Dr. Eckener. He 
first took this for a fog formation. 
Then he decided it was a cloud. A 
moment later he was astonish.d 
to discover that the airship was 
over the cliffs of Newfoundland. 
This, he said, despite the fact that 
the ship had laid a course several 
hundred miles to the southeast. 

“When we saw those mountains 
of ice underneath us.” he contin- 
ued, “we knew and recognized 
that the craft of the oid ocean was 
still greater than we had imagined. 

“We must learn from our ex- 
perience to build strong engines 
for our_airships so that we are 
no longer playthings in the grip of 
the elements. We must build 
stronger airships which will enabie 
us to cross, the ocean not solely 
by avoiding storm centers.”’

I was led down the 
catwalk to the front end of the 
ship and thence down through a 
trapdoor, which was over the lad- 
der leading into the chartroom. 
Capt. Lehmann asked me ina kind- 
ly way just where I thought I was 
going and I replied I had hopes 
to end up in Friedrichshafen. 

He let me stand there in the 
chartroom for almost half an hour. 
It seems that’s the way all ship 
Captains do when they find a stow- 
away—they let him stand around 
for an hour or so, apparently to 
see how he will act before he is 
put to work. Then. Capt. Leh- 
mann told me to go to work in 
the galley, and that’s what I have 
been doing since the time ] was 
discovered. 

All the other passengers, when 
they learned of my identity were 
nice to me and said I had lots of 
nerve. I don’t: think I have any 
more nerve than the average boy, 
but I guess wanderlust is more 
pronounced in my veins than in 
most folks. 

Offer From Hagenbeck. 

I got several offers of jobs over 
the ship radio, when the papers 
printed the story of my being on 
this ship. An official of Hagen- 
beck’s Zoo sent me an Offer of a 
job as lion tamer.

My sister didn’t think much of 
my roaming and we had arguments 
ever it ever so often. About the 
next long trip I took was in 1925 
when I rode the rods and blind 
baggage out to California. I was 


) having fine luck in my free travels 


and so each successful trip  in- 
spired me wtih more confidence. 
Each time I went back to my 
sister’s home I had a little more 
confidence and finally, in 1927, I 
decided to try my luck at stow- 
ing away On an ocean steamer. I 
wanted to see Alaska, and accord- 


4ingly hitch-hiked out to Seattle 


from St. Louis in 13 days. 
Trip Cost Very Little. 

I had very little difficulty in ge‘t- 
ting all the rides I wanted and my 
trip there cost not more than a 
few dollars for something to eat 
along the way. Most of the motor- 
ists who helped me would also :n- 
clude free lunch in their show of 
hospitality. When 1 got to Seattle, 
Sept. 14, I got aboard the steamer 
Alameda, which was making its 
last run of the season to Nome. 

I hid in the cargo and after we 
had left the harbor I walked out 
and told the captain I was working 
for my passage. He was a kind 
man and told me I shouldn't do 
such things as stowing away. He 
put me to work in the pantry and 
we finally got to an Alaskan port. 
I had hoped to get some work ut 
Nome, but by the time I got there 
I found they were literally shutting 
down for the winter and there wis 
nothing to do till next spring. 

Every one who didn’t have a 
job—that is, every stranger—virt«- 
ally got orders to leave’ town 
When they order you out of town 
in those parts they are obliged to 
furnish you with transportation, 
because a fellow can’t walk very 
far there as in other parts of the 
country. 

Handed Blue Ticket. 

So they hand you what is known 
as a “blue ticket,” which entitles 
you to a free ride on an outgoing 
steamer. but you have to do what 
work the captain tells you in pay- 
ment for your ride. I almost g0* 
a blue ticket, but was saved from 
such an unpleasant happening 
when a coast guard friend got me 
a pantry boy’s job on the Alameda 
and I worked my way back to 
Seattle. 

I didn’t stay in Seattle very long. 
but hitch-hiked back to San: Fran- 
cisco. I hung around there for a 
while, after getting myself a job 
caddying at the Lincoln Park golf 
course. I had a few dollars saved 
up when, on Nov. 16, 1927, the new 
steamer, Malolo, came into port 
from the East. The boat was a 
beauty and when I saw it and 
found it was going to clear for 
Honolulu I decided I would go, 
too. 

I got om and had no trouble 
getting out to the Islands. I stayed 
in Honolulu a few days and when 
the Malolo pulled out, I was again 
aboard. We left there Nov. 26 
and when they caught me they

put me to work as a deck, hand. 
They were slightly sore at seeing 
me again on the return trip. 


The Malolo got to San Francisco 
again on Dec. 1, 1927, and the 
ship’s officers seemed glad to see 
me go ashore.

Thrown Into the Brig. 

I remained in San Francisco this 
time until one day when the new 
steamer California, which had 
been put into service between the 
Golden Gate and Los Angeles, 
came to town for the first time. 
When she sailed back for Los An- 
geles there I was in the hold and 
when I showed up they seemed 
pretty sore at having a stowaway 
on the maiden run, so they threw 
me in the brig—didn’t even give 
me a chance to do any work. 

But it was only for a day or so 
and I didn’t mind it. 


I went back to San Francisco, 


there until last May. Then I 
hitch-hiked back to St. Louis ana 
from there hiked to New York in 
July." I was 19 when I first saw 
the great city. I liked the place, 
and decided to stay there for a 
I looked around and final- 
ly- found a job as caddie at the 
Country Club at Rye Beach. 

I was there all summer and had 
a little money saved up. I started 
to read about the Zeppelin and 
decided there would be a ride 
worth while, if I could possibly 
hide aboard that ship.

Smith was 
peculiarly the spokesman and 
champion of youth, of his own 
perpetual youthfulness, his eager- 
ness to learn and his impatience 
with ‘standpatism’ and _ stagna- 
tion. The Governor declared in 
reply that he had been aware, 
throughout the campaign, of che 
enthusiasm and affection shown 
him by the young voters of the 
country, and he said he would 
never give them any cause to re- 
gret it. 


Pokes Fun at Himself. 


Gov. Smith, in unusually good 
humor even for him, replied: 

“Professor and friends, I have 
been in the field now for election 
to the Presidency practically four 
months. Seven weeks of this time 
have been devoted to intensive 
campaigning by traveling around 
the country. I have been way 
down in Oklahoma, way up ix 
Montana. I have been way out 
in Missouri; I have been way 
down South, and now I am.on the 
Atlantic seaboard. Unless cam- 
paigning is made a little bit easier 
than it is, I am afraid we will have 
to turn our attention to some way 
of preserving the life of the man 
that we nominate. (Laughter). 

“Of course, the radio (comically 
accepting the short “A,’’) makés 
it a great deal easier.

There 
is one thing about it, however, that 
I am not satisfied with, and that 
is with respect to the rural schools.

You work up a great deal 
of sentiment about the little red 
schoolhouse, but my contention has 
been all along that the little red 
schoolhouse has outlived its use- 
fulness. 

“There are too many school dis- 
tricts in the State of New York 
There are more than 10,000. The 
districts are entirely too small. 
Twenty-five or 30 years ago, before 
we had concrete highways and be- 
fore we had our modern means of 
transportation over these highways, 
they may have served the purpose, 
but the one-room schoolhouse to- 
day does not give the children of 
the. couztry the same opportunity 
for an education that we are af- 
fording the children in the cities, 
and the Constitution of this State 
puts upon the Legislature the duty 
by constitutional provision of pro- 
viding a public system for the edu# 
cation of aJl the children, and I 
have held all along that, no matter 
what it costs, it should be even. + 


The Economic Angle. 


“Besides, there is an economic 
problem involved. Men and wom- 
en do not care to remain on the 
farms if they find their children 
are not going to get the education 
in the country that children are 
receiving in the cities. 

“This has been one of the con- 
tributing factors toward causing 
people to move into the residential 
and manufacturing centers instead 
o: living on the farm. If you 
want a striking example of this, 
look at the population of New 
York State. The population is about 
11,000,000, and nearly 8,000,000 of 
the 11,000,000 live ingfive cities 
along the line of the Erie Cana! 
from New York to Buffalo, and 


there are 35 cities and 30 large | 


villages. So you can figure how, 
in the course of a half or quarter 


of a century, there has been this) 


movement from the farm to the 
city and into the industrial life of 
our State. A contrfbuting factor 
is the undisputed fact that the 
farmer discovers that his children 
are not getting the same benefits 
of an education that children are 
getting in the cities. 

“However, these things, In time, 
will right themselves. Education 
is a State function. I have no 
doubt that sooner or later tn this 
State the entire cost of education 
will be taken over by the State it- 
self, because it has to be uniform 
and it has to be evdn. However, 
this is in the far disfant future. 

“Now I am very glad to meet 
you all this morning, and I cer- 
tainy feel very grateful to Pro- 
fessor Dewey for his kind senti- 
ments and his kind remarks.

In past elections there 
has been much rivalry among some 
of these small towns to be first on 
the wires and returns have been 
made public a few minutes artter 
the opening of the polls at 10 a. 
m. Eastern time. 

In several of the states, polls in 
the rural districts close earlier 
than in the cities. In Georgia, Ne- 
vada, New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island, the first of the polling 
places will close at 3 p. m., and in 
Tennessee voting outside of the 
cities will cease at 4 p. m. In 
Kentucky and South Carolina the 
last ballot will have been cast in 
all districts at 4 p. m., while in 
Florida, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia the polls will close with the 
setting of the sun.

“The Impatience of a Parson,” 
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of London, inspired this interesting 
and thought-provoking attempt to 
give the religious world that which 
the “parson” said was greatly 
needed, namely, “a fresher, truer 
and larger version of the religion 
of Jesus Christ.’ 

The most notable thing about 
this attempt is the author's tre- 
mendous emphasis on the idea that 
the reality of evil must be denied. 
He sums up all the sufferings,.- 
wrongs, treaché¢ries and crimes of 
mankind, and the outrages nature 
inflicts upon man and beast, as ‘. 
lusion. Replying to a critic who 
says: “To maintain the thesis of 
your argument you must. either 
deny the _  sure-enoughish-ness of 
the wounded, diseased, suffering 
brute, or else affirm that man’s 
two-plus-two-is-five thinking is re- 
sponsible for every pain and pang 
of every living creature from the 
dawn of creation to this moment's 
fall of a sparrow,’ Mr. Kennedy 
says that is exactly what he does 
affirm. But he qualifies the denial 
of evil’s reality by saying that it is 
“from the point of view of Prin- 
ciple, God, infinite Good and of 
men.in His image and likeness.” 

The book is put forth as an in- 
ecentive to joyous living. a work of 
“manly optimism and amazing 
common sense.” Some of the later 
chapters bear out this description. 
But if the joyous living is basea 
on a complete denial that life is 
a tragic dualism, a constant fight 
between good and evil, how can 
the charge of Epicurianism, in its 
worst sense, De avoid«d? 

Life is not so simple. It is, as 
John Cowper Powys insists, fa 
“complex vision,” which, without 
the opposites of love and malice 
would not be life. Let us by all 
means minimize evil, know it as 
temporal, unreal from the stand- 
point of eternity, but as an actual- 
ity which, at least in this exist- 
ence, affords mankind an opportu- 
nity for sympathy and heroism. 
Shouting a denial from the house- 
tops may induce an unthinking op- 
in some.

Governor Smith Challenges You 


Governor Alfred’ E. Smith in his address at Newark, N. J., 
October 31, 1928, said: 

I ask 
him then to make the statement definitely. to the American 
farmer that he kept up the price of farm products during 
the war.” : 

“T ask him further whether he will deny that such a cable- 
gram ever came from him.

recognize that our national policies of the past for expanding 
the agricultural plant of the nation has been the foundation 
of the nation’s wealth and security. These factors are re- 
sponsible for the existence of occasional or market surpluses 
in some of the most widely grown crops. This limits the ad- 
justment of the tariff in equalizing the differences between 
the cost of production in this country and foreign competitors 
having lower living standards. The Republican party recog- 
nizes that this surplus problem of agriculture calls for na- 
tional legislation to aid the farmers in its solution, since the 
number and wide distribution of the producers of many im- 
portant crops make concerted action in handling surplus im- 
possible. We do not favor legislation which attempts to cor- 
rect this situation through direct or indirect treasury subsi- 
dies.
